The opening of the invasion front in France 
marks a long step tow^ard the lib eration of Nazi- 
help Eu rope. 
It b rings nearer the day when 
Christians throu ghou t the world mu st join in a 
v'ast, concerted effort to help the ill and starving, 
revive the spirit of hope among the despoiled, and 
nu rse into strong flame the dimmed, b u t inex­ 
tingu ishab le, fire of Eu rope’s spiritu al life. 
Other agencies wall reb u ild the ru ined 
cities, reclaim the b omb -pocked, deserted farms, 
clear the ru b b le from b u rned factories; b u t the 
chu rches of America and Great Britain, together 
with those of other cou ntries spared from the 
phy sical b light of Nazism, mu st b ind u p the 
wou nds of Eu rope’s sou l. 
Undou b tedly , the revived chu rches of Eu ­ 
rope will themselves play a major role in the res­ 
u rrection of their devastated commu nities; b u t b e­ 
cau se the toll of poverty , sickness, and death has 
b een so catastrophic, Christians every where mu st 
lend assistance. The ob ligation is inescapab le- it is 
rooted in the principle tau ght b y Christ that men 
are memb ers one of another and mu st b ear one 
another’s b u rdens. 
We are b eing told that the peace will de­ 
mand many sacrifices. Certainly there can never 
b e a spiritu al isolationism any where in a Christian 
w'orld. It wou ld b e tragic if, after having helped 
to b ring Eu rope ou t of the ab y ss of death into the 
su nlight of new hope, we closed ou r ey es to her 
wou nds and needs. Fortu nately , the Christians of 
America have made u p their minds that the final 
day of victory will come, not when the shackles 
of oppression have b een stricken from the feet of 
the enslaved, b u t w^hen the festering sores cau sed 
b y their chains have b een healed, and the lib erated 
w-alk again u pright in freedom.

MONTGOMERY WARD’S 


STATEMENT 


to the Special Inv estigating Committee of the 


Ki)USE OF REPRESENTATIVES 


"The Facts Wards Has Recited Show: 


1. The Post Office aided the u nion du ring the strike at W ards and sou ght to ex cu se 
its actions to this Committee by misrepresenting the facts. 


2 . The National Labor Relations Board gerry m andered the bargaining u nits at Chi­ 
cago to insu re a u nion v ictory , and to force u nion representation u pon the retail store em­ 
ploy ees who by remaining at work du ring the strike had clearly shown their rejection of the 
u nion. 


3 . The National Labor Relations Board has giv en a wholly false ex cu se for its action* 


4 . The W ar Labor Board, and the Attorney General, to distract attention from their 
own illegal acts, hav e u ntru thfu lly attacked W ard's labor policies. 


5 . The W ar Labor Board v iolated the law by granting a contract to the u nion when 
the u nion had refu sed to prov e that it had any legal right to represent W ard’s employ ees. 


6 . The W ar Labor Board, by ordering the retroactiv e reinstatem ent of m aintenance 
of membership, wou ld hav e made impossible the holding of a fair election among W ard’s 
employ ees* Obedience to that order wou ld hav e forced W ard’s before the election was held» 
to discharge the many employ ees who had ex ercised their right to resign from the u nion. 


7. The National Labor Relations Board and the W ar Labor Board conspired togeth­ 
er to bring abou t the seizu re of W ard’s properties to enforce an order which they knew to bo 
illegal and u nfair. 


8 . The W ar Labor Board and the Attorney General hav e sou ght to prev ent W ards 
from obtaining a hearing in the cou rts on the illegality of the Board’s orders, while seeking to 
impose those orders u pon W ards by force. 


These facts show that the Post Office, the Departm ent of Ju stice, the National Labor 
Relations Board, and the W ar Labor Board, with the approv al of the President, hav e acted 
together to giv e illegal and u nfair assistance to the CIO u nion at Chicago. 


W ard’s ex perience ev er since the passage of the W agner Act has shown that the u n­ 
fairness and preju dice illu strated by these actions is the common method by which these 
agencies are u sing the prestige of the gov ernment to force the su rrender of the liberties of 
employ ers and empjpy ees ev ery where. 


By their policies of giv ing u nfair and illegal assistance to labor u nions, these bia*eeu t 
hav e destroy ed the established procedu re of collectiv e bargaining and hav e encou rag#d 
bor strife. Mr. William M. Leiserson, Chairm an of the National Mediation Board pu inltd 
this ou t in a recent address, say ing: 


**The u nions . . . hav e come to depend on the Gov ernment to giv e 
them w hat they cou ld not gain by collectiv e bargaining with employ ­ 
ers. And now, when the giv ing mu st stop becau se of the bu rdens of 
w ar and the necessity to control inflation, they tu rn in resentm ent 
against the Gov ernment like children against ov er-indu lgent parents* 


'’^Gov ernment agencies are perhaps more responsible for the present 
labor situ ation than the u nions and their leaders. The dependence of 
w orkers’ organizations on the Gov ernment is as mu ch the resu lt of 
their policies as of u nion policies.” 


By seeking to force W ards to obey an illegal order while depriv ing W ards of a hear­ 
ing in the cou rts, these agencies hav e shown their lack of respect for ou r Constitu tion and tha 
fu ndam ental rights which the Constitu tion gu arantees. The Constitu tion is no longer the su ­ 
preme law of the land if those whose rights are threatened are depriv ed of an opportu nity 
to obtain the protection of the cou rts. 


From its ex periences. W ards draws the conclu sion that these many bu reau s hav « 
formed a machine for pu rchasing political su pport from labor organizations* 


W ards has long believ ed that, when the pu blic awakens to the degree of coercion u s­ 
ed by the administrativ e agencies of the gov ernment to force employ ers and employ ees to 
accept u nion restrictions in which they do not believ e and which withou t su ch coercion 
they wou ld av oid, it will rise in indignation. The pu blic will demand that those appointed to 
office in these agencies act with simple fairness and obey the law or be remov ed from 
power. 


The facts W ards has recited show, finally , that the President, to force W ards to obey 
an order known to his adv isers to be u nfair and illegal, ordered W ard’s property seized by 
force. 


The President’s action in ordering the plant seized was the u su rpation of a power 
not granted him by Congress and denied him by the Constitu tion he was sworn to u phold 
and defend. 


The seizu re of W ard’s plant dev eloped a spontaneou s and continu ing pu blic indigna­ 
tion which resu lted in this inv estigation. This indignation is easily interpreted. A free Amer­ 
ican people will not accept dictatorship.’
